Stricken Valparaiso and the Earth-
quake Which Devastated 1t

Valparaiso, the South American ety
that has sufMered a fate shollar to that
of Bun Franclsco, Is bullt upon 10 hills
or mountains belonging to the coast
range and varying from 300 to 1,100
feet In height. These hills are some-
times goparated by deep  ravines
through which flow small streams of
water. The level ground along the bay
covers only a narrow strip, In some
places wide enough for four parallel
streets, In others barely wide enough
for two. It Is nowhere more than one-
half mile in width. Much of this nar-
row sirip was made by filling up the
low ground along the bay and protect-
Ing It from the sea by stone walls and
fron ralls,

Streets In the level part of the clty
are generally stralght, but the hills are
reached by winding roads, stalrways
and steam lifts Belgian blocks form
the princlipal material for street paving,
